Like the 3?"? verbs they go ulti- 
mately back to bi-consonantal roots. The difference between the 
two classes being, that the bi-consonantal root was in the one 
instance pronounced with lengthened vowel, in the other with 
lengthened, vwZgro doubled, consonant. C/". Assyrian inuhu and 
inuhbu, itibu and itibbu, etc. Both classes run into one 
another, as in the cognate dialects, so that it is often difficult to 
tell to which class a given verb belongs.

Marti' is inclined, like some older grammarians, to consider the 
Ithp^'el of these verbs to be a remnant of an older Ittaph'al. 
According to Koenig* the doubling of the T\ is due to the nature 
of this consonant, i. e., is purely phonetic.
